HOLLYWOOD (AP) The 
two-hour feature for television 
has replaced pay-TV as Holly- 
wood's pie-in-the-sky 

For 15 years, the ery has 
been: “Wait until pay-television, 
then this town § will really 
boom!" The theory had been 
that when first-run movies could 
be paid for and seen in the 
home, the Hollywood . product 
would be in greater’ demand 
than ever before. 

But pay-TV remains only a 
glimmering hope after years of 
experimentation. Now the stu- 
dios are scouting another, more 
immediate prospect of future 
prosperity: The movie feature 
made expressly for television. 

For 1966-67, the three net- 
works have scheduled prime- 
time movies on five nights 
Tuesday and. Saturday for NBC, 
Thursday and Friday for CBS, 
and Sunday for. ABC. All three 
are scrambling for products. 

“Within two or three years, 
the supply of feature movies 
should become critical,"’ Grant 
Tinker, ‘new head of. NBC 
programming, remarked re- 
cently.

RCAF PILOT IN ‘MIRACLE’ LANDING 


BORDEN, Sask. (CP) -- 
Lady Luck must have been 
hitching a ride aboard an 
RCAF four-engined Hercules 
30B transport flying from 
Rivers, Man.,

Friday. 

The four crewmen of the 
giant transport walked away 
from the aircraft after pilot 
Fit, Lt. John Moore of Rivers 
nursed his badly damaged 
machine into. a~ farmer's 
stubble field. about seven 
miles north of here. Borden is 
30 miles northwest of Saska- 
toon, 

Fit. Lt. Moore made the . 
forced landing after a large 
section of the left side of the 
fuselage blew. out at an 
altitude of 25,000 feet about 
100 miles west of where the 
aircraft landed, 


The section. which blew out 
was about eight feet wide and 
extended a}most halfway 
round the ; As the 

-section blew out, it destroyed 
many of the flight controls 
and engine control linkages in 
the top of the fuselage. Power 
on three of the four turbo- 
prop engines failed and was 
drastically reduced in the 
fourth. 

However, there was no 
explosion and fire aboard the 
aircraft. None of thé crew 
was injured. 

The aircraft was on a ferry 
flight from Namao ait’ base 
near Edmonton to Rivers 
when the accident happened. 

One of the crew, Cpl. Marc 
Champagne, also of Rivers, 
was sitting near the section of 
the fuselage when it blew out 
and was nearly sucked out of
